AGAINST THE SUBTREASURY BILL. 


So Votes the Tennessee Senate, But the 
: House Avoids a Vote. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 8.—[Special.] 
The senate today adopted a resolution instruct- 
ing the senators and representatives in congreas 
to vote against any bill embodying the sub- 
treasury scheme, The vote was 16 to 11. The 
members of the house have nearly all ex- 
pressed themselves as opposed to the sub- 
treasury scheme. But when this resolution 
reached the house it was tabled, because the 
members said they had already wasted enough 
time on resolutions. A large number of ex- 
planations were filed, however, and it is judged 
that they did not want to go on record as either 
for or against. 

A BLACK EYE FOR THE LESSEES. 

In the house an opinion from Attorney 
General Pickle was presented, in which he 
declared that the penitentiary lessees had no 
authority to sublease convicts. Thereupon 
the house adopted a resolution instructing the 
board of prison inspectors to order all con- 
victs from branch prisons, except those owned 
and run by the lessees.

JACKSON, Miss., September 8,—[{Special.]— 
Bolton, a small town in the country, was the 
scene of a sensational shooting affair today. 
Charles H. Armistead, a popular young 
widower, was the target, while Thomas B. 
Davis, the irate bother of Miss Addie Davis 
a beautiful young lady and society belle, 
handled the shotgun. 

THE AIR GETS WARM. 

Several months ago Armistead was charged 
with the seduction of Miss Davis, and an at- 
tempt was made to force him to marry the 
girl, He refused, admitting the intimacy but 
denying that he was her seducer. Bolton got 
too warm for Armistead, however, and, re- 
signing his position as station agent, he left 
the state. 

AND BULLETS FLY AROUND.

A MEETING WITH THE LESSEES, 


They Express a Willingness to Accommo- 
date the State. 

NasHVILLE, Tenn., September 8.—[Special. } 
The joint penitentiary committee of the legis- 
lature met tonight the representatives of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Company, 
lessees of the convicts, to ascertain if the 
lessees would consent tosuch modification of 
the contract as would restrict the labor of con- 
victs to specified mines and new ones, and also 
upon whatterms the state could obtain the 
convicts to work on a new prison in the event 
it were decided to build. 

Colonel Nat Baxter, Jr., and J. L. Gaines 
represented the lessees. Colonel Baxter spoke 
about twenty minutes. 

His company was r willing to accom- 
modate the state, and for himself he would 
be willing to surrender the lease, but as to 
modifying the lease contract as proposed, it 
would be utterly impossible during the life of 
the present lease. 

Chairman Rivers was instructed to draw up 
a report embodying the willingness of the les- 
sees 8 to surrender the lease, and that 
it would ible for the state to secure the 
convicts with 8 to huild a new prison.

DRAWBACK ON JUTE, 


Collectors of Customs Notify the Treasury 
Department of Claims for Drawback, 


WasHiInatTon, September 8.— letter has 
been received at the treasury department from 
the collector of customs at Savannah, Ga,, 
dated May 25th last, relative to certain claims 
for drawback on jute bagging, exported as 
covering for cotton in bales, which were barred 
by limitation of tiume—April 1, 1891. The 
collector says he has no doubt that the bag- 
ging in question was made from jute on which 
duty had been paid, and feels positive that no 
jute imported after October 1, 1890, could have 
been made into bagging and distributed 
through the south in time for use on the last 
crop of cotton, yet he was constrained to re- 
fuse the drawback, inasmuch as covering was 
exported after the 1st of April, 1891. 

The customs collector at Charleston, 8. C. 
in a report to the department, dated April 30th, 
relative to similar claims pending there, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the date fixed the 
day—April 1, 1891—as the limit for the con- 
tinuance of special regulations of June 22, 1889 
(dispensing in the case of jute bagging, with 
certain documentary proofs required by the 
general regulations), operated against the 
meritorious claims of many persons who had 
their cotton baled long ago, but were holding 
it for better prices. 

In view of these statements, the department 
on extended the special instructions of June 
22, 1889, to all bagging exported as covering of 


cotton raised during the seasona of 1890-91, 


THE SUTTONS AND BARNARDS 


Bloody Work Again in East 
Tennessee, 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., September 8,—[Special.] 
News has reached here of a bloody murder, 
doubtless a double one, which occurred in a 
remote part of Hancock county Sunday, The 
famous “Big John“ Barnard was returning 
from town in a buggy with a young lady, when 
Tillman Sutton saw him. Spurring up his 
horse, Sutton rode to the side of the carriage 
and shot Barnard. The younger brother of 
Barnard came up and shot Sutton dead. The 
elder Barnard will doubtless die. 

RESULT OF AN OLD FEUD. 

The tragedy is the result of a long-standing 
feud. In 1888, Sutton's father was murdered 
by the Barnards, and five of them were sen- 
tenced to hang. In the supreme court the de- 
cision was affimed, but a dissenting opinion by 
Chief Justice Furney caused Governor Taylor 
te commute the sentence to life imprisonment. 
A popular how! was raised. It was claimed 
that Governor Taylor could only parden them, 
and sure enough he did, all returning to their 
familiar haunts.

: Athens Wins Her Case Over the Claims | 


of Griffin. 
THE FATE OP MR, DMU V BILL 


For the Removal of the State Ag- 
ricultural College 


FROM ITS PRESENT PLACE TO GRIFFIN. 


By the Chairman’s Deciding Vote the 
Agricultural Committee Decides 
in Favor of Athens. 


— 


The verdict of the general agriculture 
committee has been reached. 

They say the agricultural college should 
remain in Athens. 

It was a close vote, however, being 23 
to 22, and had it not been for Chairman 
Twitty’s favorable vote when the tie was 
announced, the bill would have gone back 
to the house with a repors which favored 
the destruction aud annihilation of the 
Untversity of Georgia. 

When the committee met Mr. Dismuke 
arose and said he would agree to proceed 
no further with his argument if the com- 
mittee would take a vote at that meeting. 
This was done and Colonel Hammond 


took the floor, 
Colonel Hammond’s Argument. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond made the first 
speech before the committee. He made a 
strong argument against the removal of the 
college. 

He said in opposition to the minority report 
of the land-scrip fund committee, that it went 
on the idea that there was no place where the 
principles of agriculture are taught, 

„But the bill,“ he continued, states that 
you wish to remove the agricultural college. 
Now, the land-scrip fund minority report is 
evidently in the wrong when it states that 
there is no institution for teaching the 
principles pertaining to agriculture and the 
mechanical arts. I say there is such a college 
there in Athens, with the professors I have 
pointed out to you, and that it has been con- 
ducted in accordance with the act of congress. 
The act says there must be taught the sciences 
pertaining to agriculture and the mechanical 
arts, and this has been done. 

“Many think that this fund was given to 
teach men to be farmers. This idea is in the 
very teeth of the act of congress, which men- 
tions only the sciences pertaining to those 
pursuits and professions. 

“Weare required to furnish well-educated, 
well-rounded men who will be ready to fill 
any profession or follow any pursuit. We are 
not required to teach there practical farming 
or mechanies.“ 

Colonel Hammond took up the comparison. 
of Mississippi's college with Georgia's, made 
by Dr. Hand in the minority report. He 
showed that the comparison was an invidious 
one, as the requirementsin that college, both 
as to age and studies, were very far below our 
standard and our curriculum, 

“The law said there should be as many 
students in the agricultural college free of tui- 
tion as there are members of the general as- 
sembly. The first year there were 100. Fin- 
ally you passed a law, saying that we should 
charge nobody. Thus, when you gave 
ua that fund, you took away by law our other 
means of support. -Nowis it right that you 
withdraw this land-script fund? 

„His comparison of our college with that 
institution is unjust, as its plane is so far be- 
low ours, and, its curriculum is so much lower 
that we don’t propose to emulate the example 
of Mississippi in any particular. 

“The giving of that fund to the university 
was the only thing which saved us from losing 
it. Thetime forits acceptance was about to 
expire when this step was taken. Governor 
Smith said he had -placed the fund where he 
thought it would do the most good. That's 
his report; what are you going to do with it? 

“You say there was no certain law fixing it 
at Athens. You ceriainly took action on the 
governor's report, and here is an act which ap- 
propriates so much money to the agricul- 
tural college at Athens. Doesn’t this say that 
there is an agricultural college, and isn’t that 
an agreement that there shall be an agricul- 
tural college? 

“The taking away of $16,000 from the State 
university must necessarily destroy it. There 
are very few in Georgia who are opposed to the 
university. 

“TI think it natural for my friend to approve 
this measure, whether he approve it in his 
heart or not, for itis generally acknowledged 
that a representative gets all he can for his 
county. That day is past. 

“Griffin is no place for a college. They 
offer you very little for the establisment of a 
college. What they offer costs about $34,000, 
Now it will cost at least $100,000 and perhaps 
$150,000 to establish a college to accomplish 
what you want and need. 

„Think before you take this dangerous step, 
act conservatively when you do act, and never 
think of destroying an institution which has 
served you and Georgia more than a hundred 
years.” 

Mr. Graves“ Views. 

Mr. Graves, of Newton, hoped that the 
legislature would do nothing to cripple the 
State university. He wanted that institution 
well supported. If the agricultural college 
were removed from Athens, he hoped that an 
appropriation would be made which would 
keep the university up to its highest standard. 

He then moved to amend the bill sothat the 
land-serip fund should not be taken away from 
the university during the year 1892. 

This amendment was adopted. 

Others Talk. 

Mr. Everett, of Stewart, spoke against the 
bill, and moved to report it back with the 
recommendation that it do pass. 

My. Pope, of Oglethorpe, said that the bill 
proposed to tear down an old and time-tried 
institution to make room for an experiment. 
He was opposed to the measure, and hoped the 
committee would report it adversely. 

Mr. Mattox, of Clinch, opposed the meas- 
ure, and favored leaving the agricultural 
college there, at least until an appropriation 
cc a i ae oe 


ek: bisa wie was discovered which made 
the vote a tie, and it stood 22 to 22. . 
Chairman Twitty's Vote. 

In announcing the vote Chairman Twitty 
said: 

“This question is not new to me. I have in 
my possession letters from about twenty agri- 
cultural college presidents in the United 
States, and Iagree with you that you have 
some cause for complaint. But I cannot be 
lieve that it is for the best interests of 
the people of the state that the univer- 
sity should receive the damage „Which 
this would necessarily inflict,‘ until | 
sufficient provision has been made to support 
itas it is now supported. I therefore vote 
no.“ 

So by a vote of 23 to 22 the bill was ad- 
versely reported, and in all probability it will 
receive the same sentence in the house, when 
it comes up for final action.

BOUND FOR THE PROMISED LAND. 


Negroes Swarming on the ö of 
Oklahoma. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., September 8.—It is ex- 
pected that within a few weeks Iowa and Sac 
and Fox lands, adjoining Oklahoma on the 
east, will be thrown open for settlement; and 
in. anticipation the faces of thousands of 
negroes are turned towards the new country. 
Circulars gpread broadcast over the southern 
states by négro pedestrians have had the effect 
of starting enough blacks toward the promised 
land to pre-empt five times as largea territory. 
Two thousand negroes are awaiting on the 
border of the new land, at Guthrie and Lang- 
ston City, the president's proclamation. Many 
hundreds more are on the way. 5 

THE MOVEMENT WELL ORGANIZED. 

The exodus from the south, especially from 
Arkansas and Texas, has been well organized. 
There are very few negroesin the south who 
have not heard of the beautiful country where 
the government is giving away a farm to every 
black man who will come. The negroes seem 
to have the idea that the land is for their race 
alone, : 

Several car loads of Illinois and Kentucky 
negroes passed through Kausas City yesterday 
en route to the border.

Sullivan got the best of it, and 
O' Keeffe went to his quarters and, securing a 
pistol, returned and began firing at the sailor. 
The latter dodged behind the new cabin sev- 
eral times, and finally got up and remarked to 
O’ Keeffe that he couldn't shoot anybody. But 
he was mistaken, for the next bullet struck 
him, and he died in a short while, The mate 
was brought to Savannah, and after a long 
confinement in jail, was tried and acquitted in 
the United States court. 

Afterward, while an officer of a small 
steamer, he had trouble with one of the deck 
hands and ran him into the river, where he 
was drowned. 

HE SKIPS OUT. 

These troubles seemed to worry O’Keeffe, 
and he determined to leave the states, as he 
termedit. In 1871 he sailed away from Sa- 
vannah as second mate of an American vessel 
bound for Liverpool, and when he bade his 
friends goodbye on the wharf he told them 
that he would never return to Savannah 
unless he came in his own ship. 

From Liverpool he shipped to the East 
Indies, and from there to Hong Kong. He 
had saved a little money by this time and 


began a small fruit and lumber business be- 


teen the Pacific islands and Hong Kong. 


He was successful and after a few years se- 
cured the island of Nyph from the natives bya 
trade of some sort. The island abounds in teak- 
wood and fruit, and O’Keeffe bought a 
schooner and brig and started business on a

Macon, Ga., September es wre —This 
morning at about 8 o’clock, Mr. A. C. Harmon 
found a man, whom he recognized by his 
watch fob to be Thomas Osbrooks, lying 
with a portion of his head on a 
rail of the Central track, and the otber 
part of it lying at a distance of three feet 
from him. 

Coroner Knight empaneled a jury, and from 
witnesses it was learned that last night at 
about 6 o’clock he seemed to be slightly under 
the influence of liquor, but by no means 
drunk. After that time no one who knew 
him saw him any more until they found him 
dead this morning. 

One witness swore that at 12 o’clock last 
night he saw a dark object lying there, but 
thought it was a pile of weeds and therefore 
paid no attention to it. Shortly after seeing 
the dark object, the witness heard a train pass 
and when it reached the spot where he saw 
the dark object he heard the wheels 
of the engine slip, but as the train did not 
“~~ he paid no attention to it. 

rom this fact, and from the fact that the 
brains, a portion of the skull, and the scalp 
of the unfortunate man were lying 
about three feet from the rest of his 
body, and further down the track his hat was 
lying, the jury gathered that he was killed 
by a down train; and as no down train 
passed over the road, except the 
passenger, which arrives here at about 11 
o’clock at night, it was inferred that 
it was that train which killed him.

Our Supreme Bench. 

The bill increasing the number of our su- 
preme court judges from three to five will 
come up today. 

It will be good economy and good public 
policy to pass this bill. 

When the court was organized, forty-five 
years ago, it hadthree judges to deal with 
less than one hundred cases a year. Now, 
the cases reach nearly five hundred a year, 
and still the three judges are expected to do 
five times the work of their predecessors. 

Since the court was organized our popula- 
tion has more than doubled, and the swell- 
ing volume of business has largely increased 
litigation. The lower courts have during 
this period increased from eleven to twenty- 
three. : 

Our three judges are worked to death. 
Their labor is incessant, and they have no 
rest. With five judges the court will be bet- 
ter able to give due consideration to the 
business before it, and as it is the final 
arbiter in questions involving life, liberty 
and property, it should be fully equipped for 
its work. | 

The legislature can very well afford to 
pass this bill. It will be passed upon by the 
people, and it will cost nothing to vote on 
the constitutional. amendment proposed at 
the next general election. Let us get the 
matter before the people. 


Severe Penal Laws. 

Some of the old Boston laws and ordi- 
nances were grotesquely absurd and severe. 

In a recent Boston letter Fred Mussey says 
that the general court once issued an order 
confiscating any wearing apparel with gold, 
silver or silk lace on it. The court also for- 
bade any person to use tobacco publicly or 
privately in his own house, under a fine of 
two shillings and sixpence. Sunday began 
at sunset on Saturday. Shops were not al- 
lowed to keep open Saturday evening. It 
‘was made a penal offense to walk or stand 
in the streets on Sunday unless on the way 
to and from worship, or as a matter of ne- 
cessity. No person w&s allowed to keep a 
dog over ten inches in height. 

As to penalties in Boston, they were 
severe enough. Heretics were hanged or 
banished, and witches put to death. Crimi- 
nals had to wear in public placards designat- 
ing their offenses. The drunkard wore the 
letter D,“ the heretic the letter H,“ and 
the adulterer the letter A sewed on their 
breasts or sleeves. 

The natural consequence of such laws was 


a reaction—a swing back of the pendulum, 


and now the ordinances and laws of Boston 
and Massachusetts are not only mild but 
loosely enforced. 

Here is a pointer for some of our readers 
who clamor for harsh laws rigidly enforced. 
Why should we try them when all history 
teaches us that they would provoke 2 reac- 
tion in public opinion, and cause a lax and 
perhaps lawless generation to follow? In 
this humane age, what we need isa mild 
penal system, whose enforeement is abso- 
lutely certain, with no loopholes of ‘escape 
for higher law, rich or poor. | 

The certainty of punishment isa better 
thing for society than very severe penalties

Judge Bleckley and the Railway Prob- 
lem. 
fF Judge Logan E. Bleckley, chief justice 
of Georgia, takes advantage of his first leis- 
ure moments to write THE CONSTITUTION a 
letter on a subject that has long been under 
discussion in the newspapers and in the 
legislature. Judge Bleckley’s letter is brevity 
itself, but it islong enough to enable him 
to illuminate the question, not only with the 
suggestions of common sense, but with a 
certain breadth and depth of treatment that 
are not inconsistent with brevity. 
Regulation,“ says Judge Bleckley, does 
not require segregation, and it is a state 
ment so true and so simple that it may be 
accepted as an axiom by all who undertake 
to treat the railway problem seriously, and 
who study it apart from its convenience as a 
political elevator. What is called railway 
consolidation appears to be a very convenient 


peg for ambitious but thoughtless politicians 


to hang their hats on, and we hear a good 
deal about the suppression and suffocation 
of competition. The term ‘‘octopus’’ is 
also freely employed. It is a word that is 
supposed to have hair on it, and the people 
are expected to hold up their hands in horror 
when it is launched forth. 
The truth is, a great deal that is said in 
ition to the natural development and 
combination of the railways is based on the 
supposition that the people are not only 
ignorant of some very simple facts, but that 
they are prejudiced against the corporations. 
The railroad managers themselves have been 
vexed with some such idea, but we have 
never seen any evidence of this ignorance 
| prejudice in Georgia. The laws under

policy of regulation and contfol 
neither clashes with nor stands in the way 
of the railway policy of aggregation and 
consolidation which makes for economy in 
management and consequent reduction of 
rates, and for the larger development of the 
commerce of states and sections. In fact, 
the policy of state control not only invites, 
but hastens, consolidation, and this'consolida- 
tion is a simplification of the whole question. 
When it takes place we begin to see the far- 
reaching influences of state control, and the 
final adjustments that must be made there- 
under. 

One great trouble with the south—espe- 
cially with the south Atlantic states—has 
been the weak and impotent character of its 
railway corporations, They have been 
isolated, and this isolation has retarded in a 
very great degree the development of the 
south in all commercial and industrial direc- 
tions. We have recently seen what an up- 
roar occurred in the east when it was defi- 
nitely understood that a combination of 
southern roads, reaching to all parts of the 
country, was prepared to fight for the com- 
mercial equality and development of the 
south. We have seen what powerful hands 
were laid on its stock for the purpose of 
crippling its credit and weakening its influ- 
ence. But this is merely the beginning of 
the contest. Tremendous issues are at 
stake. It is to be a battle between capital 
and investment, For the first time in its 
history the south is about to join issue with 
the north and east in a contest for commer- 
cial equality. 

Let those who are most interested in the 
outcome remember that regulation does 
not require segregation.“ 


A Timely Warning. 

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, put 
in some good work when he appeared before 
the city council Monday night and asked 
for the appointment of a special committee 
to draft building laws. 

The chief told our city fathers that some 
of our fine buildings, if examined, would be 
found to be fire traps. He said that many 
of our buildings are overloaded, and might 
any day cause a disaster like the one at 
Park place, New York. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that last year we had forty- 
three fires caused by defective flues, entail- 
ing a loss of $20,000. 

With such suggestive facts before them, 
our municipal lawmakers lost no time in 
appointing the special committee asked for. 
This is a matter that should be thoroughly 
looked after.

The Railroaders’ League. 

With Mr. Robert A. Broyles, yardmaster 
of the Central railroad, as president, the 
railroad men of Atlanta have organized an 
association known as the Railroad Men’s 
Protective League, with a charter member- 
ship of several hundred and a prospective 
membership of more than a thousand. 

It is but natural that the railroad men 
should organize, as all other classes and 
professions are doing likewise. The or- 
ganization has been entrusted tothe man- 
agement of good men, and if the association 
does not accomplish good results it will not 
be for lack of interest and purpose of those 
who are in it. | 

The objects of the league, as have been 
set forth in our local columns, are such as 
can be readily approved by all classes. The 
organization simply looks to the material 
benefit of those who compose it and declares 
against any semblance of arraignment of 
labor against capital. It has begun on a 
conservative basis and is entitled to the en- 
couragement and support of not only rail- 
road men butall good citizens. 

It is entirely proper that railroad men 
should unitedly support such legislation as 
may be to their interests and oppose such as 
may be agajnst their interests. Adverse rail- 
road legislation having the effect of lessen- 
ing stocks and decreasing the value of se- 
curities, is felt most keenly by the railroad 
men themselves, in the consequent injury 
to the value of the railroads with which they 
are connected. 

The Railroad Men’s Protective League can 
accomplish desirable results not only for the 
railroad workers, but, by a conservative 
course, they can show the good effects of 
their organization by the impress of their 
efforts on the general welfare of the city and 
the state. 1

We cannot see the 
wind, but a hurricane is not on that account less 
destructive. Heat cannot be weighed in the hand, 
but it isa potent element in nature, while, as to 
that most substile of all forces, electricity, it baf- 
fies ali analysis. Judged by its effects, sentiment 
equally deserves recognition, and the probiem 
for the practical business man isto decide how 
much importance he shall allow to it. 

All this emphasizes the importance of 
disseminating correct information and sound 
theories in finance and in business. If hard 
times and good times depend as much upon 
the state of public opinion as they do upon 
material conditions, it follows that, a 
reasonable degree of optimism is worth as 
much to a country as a big gold reserve. 

Fortunately our people have passed 
through one of their periodical spells of 
croaking, and are now buoyantly spreading 
more cheerful tidings and predictions, In 
point of fact, it would be hard for them to 
do otherwise. After twelve months of close 
economy, with big crops to sell to all the 
world, prosperity is something that we can- 
not easily miss, or dodge or destroy.

The house on yesterday passed the bill 
 dstablishing a compulsory system of pilotage. 
The especial order, which was a substitute 
for Mr. Dunwoody’s pilotage bill, came up the 
first thing. 
Mx. Dunwoody’s bill seeks to establish a 

- eompulsory system of pilotage for coastwise 
> vessels, as well as those coming in from 
foreign ports. It also prescribes the number 
ot licensed pilots which shall serve at each 
port along the Georgia coast, beside providing 
- other minor amendments to the pilotage laws 
in regard to apprentices. 

Mr. Dunwoody Talks. 

Mr. Dunwoody, the author of the original 
bill, strongly advocated the passage of the sub. 
stitute. He presented several strong argu- 
‘ments stating the necessity of a compulsory 
system of pilotage for all vessels entering the 
’ Georgia ports, except those exempted by the 
United States Jaws. He said that vessels 
Which sail aloug the coast from one port in the 
- United States to another should be sub- 
ject to the pilotage Jaws just as much as the 
 ‘essels coming from foreign ports. 

f Tue opposition to tlie measure in Savannah, 
he said, came from a few men who owned 
syessels, and Who did not want 
to pay the pilot's fees. Louisiana and 
Carolina on one side of us and Florida on the 
other, both had these compulsory pilotage 
laws, and it was for the protection of the 
‘Georgia ports that this law should be enacted. 

The pilots protect the ports from contagious 
diseases by carrying them to the national 
quarantine whenever thoy have had any dis- 
eases on board. He spoke of the dangers and 
perils to which the pilot was subjected, being 
compelled to go toa vessel when summoned, 
though it was at the peril of his life.

The pilots wanted the bill passed for their pro- 
tection. They hadto go beyond the bar to 
meet these vessels, otherwise no pilotage could 
be charged. They thus risked their lives and 
should be protected by this act. These ptlots 
also had to provide themselves with vessels 
and crews. 

Pilotage, after all, was but taxation for the

AN OVERWORKED COURT. 


Reasons Why the Bill te Increase the 
Number of Judges Should Pass. 


The bill to increase the number of judges of the 
supreme court is the special order today in the 
house. Itis one of the most important bills to 
the people of the state that has been introduced 
in either branch of the general assembly. It 
should pass without a dissenting vote. 

2 „ „ 

Each judge of the supreme court of Georgia 
decides and writes opinions in 175 cases per year. 
No othersupreme court in the world decides that 
many cases per judge per year. Can three judges, 
however great their industry and ability, do that 
and do it right? 


Itis impossible,

All the northern and eastern states have from 
five to nine judges on their supreme courts. All 
the southern states except South Carolina, Florida 
and Georgia, have five judges. There are more 
cases brought per year tothe supreme court of 
Georgia than to any court in the union. 

* „ 

When the supreme court was organized, it re- 
viewed the decisions of only eleven judges. Now 
it has to review the decisions of thirty-five— 
twenty-four superior court judges, and eleven 
city court judges. Then, only eighty cases were 
brought tothe supreme court for review. Now, 
there are over five hundred each year. 

Itisa mistaken idea that some people have 
about the work of the supreme court. They think 
that the court has very little to do. The judges 
work day and night for eleven months in the year, 
in order to comply with the mandate of the con- 
stitution to decide every case at the first term. 

2 2 ** 

Three judges of the supreme court of Georgia 
have died on the bench in the last few years from 
overwork. Wouldany farmer put the work of 
five mules year after year upon three? Three 
might do the work of five for one year, but to con- 
tinue it from year to year will soon wear them out. 

This legislature has created two new judicial 
circuits. It was done because the members saw 
that the superior courts were overworked; that 
litigation bad inoreased to such an extent that 
the judges of the superior courts could not do the 
work. To be consistent they ought now to relieve 


the judges of the supreme court, whose work has 
been increased more than sixfold since its organ - 


ization. 
* * 

The supreme court has only three judges. On 
account of overwork one or the other of them is 
frequently sick. Then there are only two to hear 
and decide the cases. Litigants are entitled to 
three judges to decide their cases. 

It will do no harm to submit the question of the 
increase of the supreme court to the people. It 
will not cost a cent, asa general election will be 
held next year for governor and the legislature. 
A member may be opposed to the increase, but 
can consistently vote to submit itto the people, 
and may vote against it at the general election.

A GENERAL TAX BILL, 


Mr. Huff Talks in Regard to the Raise of 
Taxation to Supply the Deficit. 

Day before yesterday Mr. Huff, of Bibb, in- 
troduced a bill which provided for a change in 
the rate of taxation. 

The bill was introduced so that in case of 
any emergency the rate of taxation could be 
raised to meet the demands upon the treasury, 
should the deficit be such as to require it. 

The bill isa very important one, and it is 
probable that it will be very useful before the 
session is over. On yesterday Mr. Huff said 
to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

“The bill was introduced by myself so that 
in case of any emergency it could be brought 
up to relieve any financial embarrassment 
which might come upon the state. 

Jou see we are making appropriations 
here every day, and there are numerous meas- 
ures which involve large sums of money to be 
appropriated which have not yet been con- 
sidered or discussed. These pension measures 
will require the expenditure of large sums, 
and the bill to provide pensions for these 
widows involves about six times as much 
money as we had thought would be 
necessary. These are not the only measures 
which involve appropriations. There is a col- 
lege at Milledgeville which is asking for 
money, and the branch college at Dahlonega 
wants an appropriation. We may have to pay 
certain unpaid bonds of the state of Georgia, 
and there are numerous other measures which,

Mr. Martin Talks—A Question of Vast 
Interest. to the People of 
This City. 


The ‘finance committee of the house had 
under discussion yesterday the bill providing 
for an extension of Alabama street. 

Fulton’s representatives are making rapid 
progress with thie measure, and are doing 
some energetic work to remove all opposition, 
if there should happen to be any, so that the 
measure can go tlirough without a dissenting 
vote. 

The bill was introduced by Mr. Goodwin, 
and provides that the city shall be authorized 
to open up Alabama street from the center of 
the city and running westerly through land 
belonging to the state. This land belongs to 
the state, being a part of the Western and At- 
lantie railroad property. 

There are about twenty-four thousand square 
feet of this property through which it is de- 
signed that the street shall run, and at present 
the land is serving no purpose at all. It is 
merely a hole in the ground, and the value 
which would be added to the land by this im- 
provement would be incalculable. 

The land in question is just northwest of the 
Central railroad tracks, and just west of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad shops. It is 
througb this land that the city wishes to run a 
street. It is now used as a dumping place for 
garbage, and there is only one little sidetrack 
that makes any use of any part of it whatever. 

It is provided in the bil! that the epening of 
the street shall not interfere with any of the 
rights of the present lessees of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. The following letter 
from the president and general manager of the 
Louisville and Nashville system to Mr. Good- 
win, shows how the lessees feel in regard to 
the matter: : 

Hon. John B. Goodwin, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
Referring to yours of the Sth, would respectfully 
state that my understanding being that the ex- 
tension of Alabama street will eceupy a small 
portion of the Western and Atlantic property near 
the Monroe track, and will not interfere with any 
of the tracks of the Western and Atlantic railrcad 
except the proposed new track that was being 


constructed near the edge of the fill, this company, 
as lessees, will have no objeetion to the extension 


being made. Yours „ 
J. W. THomas, President. 

There being no objections on the part of 
these lessees, it now only remains to get the 
consent of the general assembly to complete 
the work. 

Mr. Goodwin Talks. 

Mr. Goodwin went before the finance com- 
mittee to advocate the bill. He said: 

“The city desires the privilege of extending 
Alabama street westerly, and todo soit is 
necessary to go through certain property of 
the state, which isconnected with the Western 
and Atlantic railroad property, but which 
is now vacant, 

“On the outer edge of this property 
the lessees of the road have built a tem- 
porary track, which at one point would 
be on the line of the proposed extension, 
but which, as is shown by the letter of Presi- 
dent Thomas, of the Louisville and Nashville, 
the roads are willing toremove to accommo- 
date the opening of the street. 

„The area which the city desiresto use for 
a street is about twenty-four thousand square 
feet, or little over one half an acre. If the 
street is opened the immense portion of the 
land lying on either side would be enhanced 
in valuesoas to make the property worth 
more than ten times whatitisnow. Itis now 
used as a lot for the dumping of garbage. The 
enhancement in the value of this land would 
be of far more value to the state than would 
the narrow strip which the city asks. 

“Of course the difference between a rough, 
rugged piece of land like this and a fine street 
asa thoroughfare is apparent to every one. 
The opening of this street is important to the 
western section of the city as it will give it 
direct connection with the city. It is as im- 
portant here as the opening of Edgewood av- 
enue was to east Atlanta. By this route they 
could come directly ta the center of the city 
instead of having to go around by the Mag- 
nolia street bridge and come in Marietta street, 
or coming in by Mitchell street which is far 
out of the way. 

„The extension of Alabama street in this 
direction will lessen the distance from that 
portion of the city to the center by from one- 
fourth to three-fourths of a mile, making it 
this much nearer for thousands of citizens. 

„The lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
road are under their contract entitled to this 
property for twenty-nine years. In a spirit of 
liberality they have expressed their willing- 
ness to the extension of the street, and even 
consent to remove the sidetrack they have 
placed on the land.“ . 

Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, here raised the 
objection that it was unconstitutional for the 
general assembly to make apy grant or dona- 
tion to any corporation. 

„It is confidently believed,“ continued Mr. 
Goodwin, that every member of the general 
assembly who personally inspects the land 
will be in favor of the extension; and while 
some point has been raised as to whether 
the extension could be made over the 
state’s property according to the consti- 
tution without compensation, it is believed by 
many that the grant of an easement or right 
of way over this property for the use of the 
people of the city would not be in discordance 
with the constitution. But if it should be so 
regarded, then certainly the city would be 
willing to pay reasonable compensation for 
the property, notwithstanding the enhance- 
ment to the balance of the state’s property. 

“The representatives of thiscounty would be 
gratified ifevery member of the general as- 
sembly, both in the house and senate, would 
give a personal inspection to this matter, and 
will, with pleasure, accompany any who may 
desire to go to the land for the purpose of 
making the inspection.” 

Mr. Martin Talks. 

Mr, Martin then made a few remarks favor- 
ing the bill. He did not look upon this as a 
grant to a corporation, but thought it would 
simply be allowing the city the use of certain 
property as a thoroughfare, which would still 
be in the possession of the state. He hoped 
the members would give it a al inspec- 
tion, and was satisfied that they would then 
give the hill a favorable report. 

The bill has been before the committee on 
public lands, and was reported back unani- 
mously with the recommendation that it do 
pass. Mr. Goodwin, however, was chairman. 
of this committee, and preferred that it should 
also go to another committee.

MR. GOODWIN ADVOCATES THE BILL. 


The members of the senate have grown 
tired of climbing the marble stairs of the capi- 
tol, and yesterday morning, immediately after 
the reading of the journal, Senator Strickland 
introduced a resolution to instruct the keeper 
of public buildings to have the capitol elevator 
put to running for the relief of members of the 


1 introduced by Senator Irvine to 
make railroad companies responsible for 
damages to employes injured in their service. 

The senate then took up the public school 
bill which had been made the special order of 


the day. 
It was considered by sections. It is a bill to 


be entitled an act to extend the term of the 
common schools to six months; to establish 
rmanent school funds and provide for the 
isbursement thereof, and to prescribe the 
duties of the officers connected therewith. 

Section 1 creates a state board of education, 
consisting of the governor, chancellor of the 
State university and state school commission. 
They are to take oaths on entering the dis- 
charge of their duties as any other state offi- 
cer, and they shall meet twice each year. 

This section was adopted. 

Section 2 provides for the acceptance by the 
board of any donations for educational purposes. 
Appeals from any decision of the state school 
commission are to be made to this board, and 
their decision shall be conclusive. Adopted. 

Section 3 provides for the appointment of a 
state school commissioner, as now, and fixes 
his salary at $2,000 per annum. Adopted. 

Section 4, providing for the maintenance of 
the public sehoste as at present, was adopted. 

Section 5, providing for the government of 
the schools by trustees, was adopted. 

Section 6, prescribing the way and manner 
in which the county boards of education are 
to be elected, and the qualifications of such 
members, was adopted as read. 

Section 7 provides for the examination of 
applicants for license to teach in the public 
schools. It takes the examination out of the 
hands of the state school commissioner and 
places it in the hands of an examining board 
to be appointed by the county boards of educa- 
tion. It was adopted with minor amend- 


ments. 

Section 8 makes it the duty of the state 
school commissioner to equitably. apportion 
each year the state school fund to the different 
counties upon the basis of the aggregate num- 
ber of school children between the ages of six 
and eighteen yearsin each county. Adopted. 

Section 9 provides that each militia district 
in the state shall be made a school district. 
Adopted. 

Section 10 prescribes the duties of the mem- 
bers of the board, and provides compensation 
for the same. 

Senator Hodges moved to strike out all 
reference to pay. 

Senator Irvine moved to amend by exempt- 
ing trustees from road and jury duty. The 
latter motion was adopted. i 

Senator Williams moved to strike out the 
entire section. Senator Callaway favored this 
motion. He thought it was a bad idea to put 
the entire school system into the hands of 
men who received no pay for their services. 
Without compensation they would not take 
the proper interest in their work. 

Senator Irvine was opposed to the motion to 
strike out. The section provided for the 
schools being placed in the hands of the 
patrons of the school, and they were most in- 
terested in the suecess of the school. It was 
local self-government. 

Senator Terrell spoke against the amend- 
ment, 

Senator Nunnally spoke in favor of it. Sena- 
tor Cabaniss spoke against the amendment. 

The amendment was lost. 

Senator Cabaniss offered an amendment 
making it the duty of the county school com- 
missioners to visit the several districts, which 
was adopted. The section was then adopted 
as announced. 

Section 11, which defines the duties of the 
state school comnissioner, was adopted. 

Section 12, which prescribes duties of county 
school commissioners, was also adopted. 

Section 13 detines the manner in rbich 
teachers are to be paid, and fixes salaries ac- 
cording to grade. Adopted. 

Section 14, providing for the establishment 
of system of public schools in cities, was 
adopted. 

Section 15, which gives children attendin 
private schools their pro rata share of sch 
fund, wasjadopted. 

The bill, as amended, was then placedjon 
its passage and passed by yeas 23, nays 10. 

A bill incorporating the town of Hapeville 
was passed.

A wember—Do I understand you to say that the 
lease of the Central ‘railroad covers a guarantee 
to all parties holding securities of that property? 

Mr. Calhoun— es, sir. 

A member What do I understand you to mean 
by the Terminal company being worth 623, 000 a 
mile? What do em mean by that? 

Mr. Calhoun—I mean that all the securities of 
the Terminal syatem are selling today at their 
market price at asum that only equals about 
$23,000 a mile for the roads it controls. 

A great deal has been said about the Central 
system being watered, but the Central system has 
only about $16,000 a mile in bonds and guaranteed 
stocks upon it, and about $5,000 a mile in unguar- 
anteed stocks. Now, this lease steps in and as- 
sumes the obligation, not only to 
protect the guaranteed stock, but the unguaran- 
teed stock, the Central railroad common stock, 
thereby making all the bonds and stocks what we 
cali underlying securities. The Central system 
is the lowest capitalized of any important rail- 
road system in the country. 

Committeeman Berner—Do you include the 
Georgia railroad? Is not the Georgia railroad the 
— e N railroad of any importance in the 
s0u , 

Mr. Calhoun—I included it as part of the Cen- 
tralin my estimate. The argument drawn from 
the obligations on the main stem of 300 
miles is misleading. The Central railroad has 
a system, with its water lines, of over 
2,000 miles, and a great deal of it is 
owned and controlled by virtue of a debt whicn it 
has contracted on its main line. You must deal 
with the system asaunit. On its 2,000 miles, as I 
have said, the outstanding capitalization of bonds 
and guaranteed stocks is under $16,000 a mile. 

Committeeman Berner—The $15,000,000 worth of 
bonds that were issued by the Central, railroad— 
$18,000,000, I believe, om the Savannah and 
Western? 

Mr. Calhoun— es, sir. 

Committeeman Berner—How much of that was 
issued? Thirteen? 

Mr. Calhoun—- My recollection is only about 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000 issued. 

Committeeman Berner—You mean sold. 

Mr. Calhoun—-Yes, and issued. 

Committeeman Berner—Were they all sold at or 
below par? 

Mr. Calhouu— The first was sold at 95 and inter- 
est, and some of them 87% and interest. We re- 
served a number of those bonds to build, for in- 
stance, a road from Greenville to Newnan. We 
made an . issue, and we provided for new 
road building and equipping. I think under that 
there has come about $7,000,000. 

Committeeman Berner—There has been no 
Central railroad bonds issued of the Central road 
itself in the last year? 

Mr. Calhoun—No sir. We have made a mort- 
gage, but none of the bonds have yet been sold, of 
the $13,000,000 to take up the underlying secure- 
ties falling due. 

Committeeman Berner—There is 613.000, 000, and 
then $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 on the Savannah and 
Western? 

Mr. Camoun— Yes, sir. 

Committeeman Berner—That makes about 
$20,000,000. 

Mr. Calhoun—But the $13,000,000 have not been 


we hav 
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‘sold, and of the $13,000,000, $5,000,000 of them are 


for the purpose of paying the tripartite bond. 

Committeemah rner--This tripartite bond 
was paid off by the West Point Terminal. 

Mr. Calhoun—No sir. have been connected 
with the four years, 
and I can a fact that 
every dollar of the money received for the securi- 
ties sold has been expended for the benefit of the 
company, some in the building of new lines, some 
on steamships, and that the lowest price at which 
the Central railroad has sold any of its bonds was 
87% and interest; and but for the attack in this 
legislature I do not believe it would have sold a 
security under 95 and interest, The first $5,000,- 
000 — being 5 per cent interest, we sold 
at 9744. 

There is a great deal more that could be said on 
this question. I feel that as much as I have 
taxed the committee I have covered but 
a very small part of the ground. To 
understand this railroad question in all 
of its ramifications and its bearings requires a 
great deal of thought, a great deal of study. But 
there is no doubt of one fact: We in the south 
have arrived at a very important period in com- 
mercial development. Much of our future growth 
depends upon how we seize the present opportu- 
nity. I would have you, gentle nen, appreciate 
the fact that in my studies on this railroad ques- 
tion I have been influenced by as sincere a desire 
to develop this southeastern country as any mem- 
ber of this legislature, or any citizen of this state. 

The idea on which I have based my action is not 
a new one. I claim no credit for originality. It 
was the idea of many eminent men of forty years 
ago, and but for the war and the adventitious 
circumstances that resulted, we wonld have seen 
great systems of roads in the south as we have 
seen them in the east; but owing to the financial 
condition resulting from the war we have been re- 
tared. During that period of time the northeast 
with its wealth and its power has been just as 
steadily reaching out down through the south, 
under the continuous through-line theory to a- 
tach all the commerce of this section, as it has 
been reaching out to attach to itself all the com- 
merce of the ‘northwest and the southwest. 
Look at the direction in which the lines in the 
systems of the west and southwest have been 
growing; look at the direotion in which the lines 
have grown up in the southeast, and you find them 
making a littie section of country yonder in the 
east, the most populous and the richest portion of 
the world. Startat Washington with its quarter 
of a million of Ce, aa goto Baltimare, forty miles 
away, with nearly half a million; to Wilmington, 
seventy miles further, with a population greater 
than Savannah; to Chester, thirteen miles, with a 
population of 27,000; to Philadelphia, fifty-two 
miles further, with over a milhon; to Trenton, 
thirty-four miles; to Newark, forty-eight miles 
with a population of 181,000; to Jersey City and 
Hoboken, only a few miles further, witha com- 
bined population of over 200,000; to 
New York, with its one and a half millions, and 
to Brooklyn with its three-quarter millions. A 
littie further up to New Haven, then to New Lon- 
don; in the south a little further on to Hartford, 
Fall River and Boston, with nearly half a million; 
and then come down here and look at this coast 
from the Chesapeake to the capes of Florida with 
no cities not of the twentieth magnitude, and let 
me ask you, gentlemen, if there is not a reason 
for it? 1 point to the startling fact - that 
for the five years preceding the time the Cen- 
tral railroad began to come into closer relations 
with this combination, that the commere of Sa- 
vannah declined, and 1 tell you coincident with 
the period that its decline started,was the develop- 
ments of this backbone of road running down the 
eastern slope of the Blue Ridge and out by the 
Georgia Pacific to the Mississippi river.

Thatis what 
it does. Is such a system to be broken down and 
1 rt the argument that it rented the 
Kiser building at $14,000 a year as to bribe the 
Bigger of Georgia and this legislature; and that 
f this state was about to sell out 
it should get a_ better price? Is 
that a fair argument with which to attack a sys- 
tem whose formation has been going on for four 
years, with the reported statement that its suc- 
cess led inevitably to its headquarters being 
moved here? And yet it has been said here that 
the movement here was made for political pur- 
poses. Thereare gentiemen in this room, and in 
my hearing, who know that it was predicted years 
ago that this would be the necessary result of this 
8 and there is no man, who has kept up with 
the discussion on this subject, who does not 
know that some of us have been laboring for it 
day and night, and yet it goes out to the people of 
this state that we are, with 490 or 500 men and 
$14,000 rent for the Kiser building, trying to bribe 
the legislature and the state of orgia. Is this 
great system fraught with such important conse 

quences to this southeastern country to be meas- 
ured by $14,000 a year and 400 or 500 
clerks? How pitiful the argument! The 
success of this system means that through 
Georgia urs a share of the com- 
merce of this country; that in Georgia centers a 
system as powerful as any of its great rivals, 


which will open up the arteries of transportation 


to every section of this country. 

There is just one thought, and I am done. 

Before the end of this century you will seea 
canal between the guif and the Pacific, and when 
that canal is opened you will see that we have 
reversed England's position in reference to the 
commerce of the world. Standing today she is 
nearer by actual transportation lines to all the 
commerce of the Pacific than the eastern At- 
lantic coast. Open that canal and the southeast 
becomes the nearer to the center of the commerce 
of the world than any other great manufacturin 
people on the globe. But, further than that, sen 
the freight from the north Atlantic 
west by water even to Chicago 
and it would still have 2,370 miles of rail 
transportation to reach the Pacific. From Chi- 
cago to the gulf is a little over 900 miles. 
and with the canal, the freight reaching it would 
be nearer to the whole coast of western South 
America, nearer to Australasia, than it would be 
at San Francisco. 

I tell you, gentlemen, that I would not see for 
my life the great transportation lines crystallize 
against the southeast. I believe we can reach a 
period of time when this great southern, country 
Will be unsurpassed, not only by no port of 
America, but by no nation of all 
the world, in its influence, in its wealth, in its 
power, but yet we are told that because we are 
working for this we would bribe Georgia with 
814,000 a year rent of the Kiser building! 
Has the period of time come when Georgians 
harbor such mean, ignoble and mercenary senti- 
ments? God forbid! I would, on the other 
hand, point you forward to a period of time when 
this section had reared a structure with one 
corner stone, ‘Commercial equality, commercial 
wealth.“ And on the other, „Fi- 
nancial independence.“ When great finan- 
eial centers can be foun through - 
out the southeast/ and I would see on that edifice, 
built on commercial equality and financial inde- 
pendence, reared the capstone of political power 
to be used conservatively for the common good o 
the country, to return to us again, in conjunction 
with our friends of the west and of all sections of 
this country, to the home of our father, with a 
voice as equal and as great and as werful as 
when Jefferson ruled the destinies of this nation, 
Gentlemen, I thank you. 

A member—I would like to ask a question as to 
how this bill would affect the financial condition 
of the road—that is stock? How is that? 

Mr. Calhoun—It would this way; this bill sets 
machinery in motion under the guise that is going 
to take this matter out of politics and do no harm, 


which machinery when once started cannot be 


— without the arrest motion, creating a 
political convulsion that would shake this 
state from center to circumference. Nosane man 
can read this bill and believe thatif the commis- 
sion is given inquisitorial powers to sue these cor- 
porations on their contracts, first to find out and 
then to sue, that the commission can stop the 
mechanism of this billin its destructive career. 
If they fail to pass the case on to the courts, how- 
ever honest might be the decision, there would be 
such a cry raised over this state bv designing and 
interested parties that the courts should be left to 
decide the question, that the political convulsion 
caused, as I said, by the arrested motion, 
would shake the state. If the ma- 
chinery grinds on, and it is intended to go 
on, the inevitabie resultis that these corpora- 
tions and the state will be involved in serious 
litigation which will affect all the contracts they 
have made, the securities based upon them and 
destroy the credit of these corporations, without 
which they cannot live. 

We all know it has been published in the papers 
that the Central roadand the Richmond and Dan- 
ville owe a large sum of money. An effort has been 
made to break those roads. If this litigation is 
once started it inevitably results in serious finan- 
cial catastrophe. That means that not only the 
Centra! railroad stock, but all the stocks based 
— the credit of the Central railroad must go

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

‘NEW YORK, September 8.— Events which happened 
after the close of business Saturday, up to the opening 
of the exchange this morning, were in no particular 
manner of special influence upon prices, but the out- 
look remained the same, and the course of the London 
market yesterday gave assurance that the bullish feel- 
ing upon American securities remained unimpaired 
there.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, September 8.— The enormous receipts 
which had accumulated since Saturday was the prin- 
cipal reason for the drop of lc to Ie in the price of 
wheat at the opening of business this morning. They 
amounted to 1,859 carloads here; 855 at Minneapolis 
and 965 at Duluth. The most pa!pable effect of the 
heavy run of wheat of late is that the cash article 
which about three weeks ago commanded a premium 
over December delivery, today sold at a discount of 
nearly de per bushel. The opening range for December 
was 99 to 99\4c, against 51.00 5 to $1.00% at the close on 
Saturday. There wasa heavy business done in the 
pit for the first half hour, by which time prices had 
declined to 98e for December, but although that was 
the point at which buyers had protections of puts, it 
did not bring in enough of that business to lift the 


‘price more than de up to about 12 o’clock, and, in 


act, it dipped on one of the counter reactions to 98746, 
and remained for some time liféless and heavy at and 
around that price. The most encouraging point to 
holders was in the movement of wheat from the sea- 
aord, which was over 900,000 bushels. The cash de- 
mand improved also and allowed of some good busi- 
ness between here and the seaboard,and an increase in 
the visible s upply was only about half as much as was 
looked for, ese bits of news caused a stay in the 
downward course and a reaction to 98%c,the market 
closing at 985, or 2c lower than Saturday. 

The corn market was nervous at the opening of the 
session. It was pulled in a downward direction by re- 
ceipts since — 21 r to 817 carloads. It 
was drawn upward by cool weather throughovt the 
corn belt and reports of the condition of the crops of 
Wisconsin and lowa. The former was said to promise 
not over half a crop, and a third of a crop to the lat- 
ter. It was reported that it would require thirty days 
more of good warm weather to mature it, and the 
average condition had declined from 90 to 84. The 
opening was over a wider range of prices. There 
were free sellers of September at 68c, but no buyers at 
over 673;@67}sc. October was offered from 59¢ down 
to 580. ere was a quick reaction to 59'4c, when it 
was seen how readily the first offerings were absorbe 
The pit was palapbly in fear of dealings of the clique, 
and immediately after the first brush of activity was 
over, scalpers took their cue from what they could dis- 
cover of the movements of the manipulators. The 
market had many recurrent fits of alternate strength 
and weakness, selling as high as 595,c and down to 58c, 
but in the end it rested at 584%c, or only 60 decline 
since Saturday.
